Keeps Out Millions 
Of S

home opens a window or door to let 
in some outdoor air he also admits 
millions of particles of dirt, dust and 
soot, According to the Indoor Com- 
fort Educational Bureau the outside 
air in the average city contains be- 
tween one and five million dust 
particles per cubic foot. 

Harmful germs and bacteria are 
carried by these particles, according 
to the Bureau, which may affect the 
health of the occupants of the -house. 
In addition, the dirt, dust and soot 
cause home furnishings to soil two 
to three times faster than in homes 
enjoying filtered air. By filtering 
outside air as it is taken into the 
home nearly all of these particles 
can be eliminated, Particles which 
enter the home when the occupants 
open the doors upon leaving and en- 
tering the home are removed from 
the air when it is circulated through 
the indoor comfort system.

Don’t Delay Training 
Bid Is D.V.A. Advice 


The Department of Veterans Af- 
fairs has warned that some _ thou- 
sands of veterans across Canada may 
lose their opportunity for vocational 
training if application for training 
is not made immediately. 

It was explained that in all cases 
except. pensioners, veterans  dis- 
charged comparatively recently or 
undergoing treatment, the right to 
apply for vocational training ends 
December 31st of this year. Because 
of the fact there are still a few 
months, a number of veterans are 
deferring their applications in order 
to take advantage of summer em- 
ployment, 


This is quite understandable, but - 


it places us in the difficult position 
of trying to anticipate what the 
training load will be later in the year 
and during the winter months. At the 
moment, training facilities are more 
than adequate but we are faced with 
the necessity of closing out certain 
institutions and classes because there 
are not sufficient veterans taking 
these particular courses, The expense 
of these clasgs cannot be justified on 
the mere assumption that next Nov- 
ember or December might bring an 
increased number of applications for

The British Legion chief who had 
addressed the American Legion con- 
vention in New York a few days pre- 
viously told the Legionaries that 
Britain should let its stérling drop 
to its natural level, “to make the 
law of supply an@ demand work for 
us instead of against us”. 


Saying that Britain had made a 
remarkable recovery from the  ex- 
haustion of war, he said more men 
and women were at work in the 
country today than ever before, 


While coal and cotton production 
were down and “we are suffering 
from some disillusionment, some 
labor troubles and some untimely 
political experiments” total produc- 
tion in Great Britain was between 10 
and 20 per cent higher than before 
the war, 


Crux of the problem was that the 
island depended upon buying and 
selling in the markets of the world, 
“and they are out of joint”. 

“We want to buy many things that 
you grow and make in Canada and 
in the United States, But we can buy 
them only if you buy an equivalent 
amount of goods and services from 
us. Until we can fully recreate our 
industry, build up our shipping, and

Increase In Veterans 


Pensions Urgently 
Needed 


An increase in the pension rates 
of disabled veterans is urgently need 
ed according to a strongly worded 
letter sent to Prime Minister King 
by Major General C. B. Price, Dom- 
inion President of the Canadian Leg- 
ion, 


Veteran pensioners and their de- 
pendents have not had an increase 
in their basic rates for more than 
twenty-five years, With the increas- 
ed cost of living the veterans find 
that they cannot make ends meet 
on their monthly stipend, 

The letter to the Government reads 
as follows; 


“The Government's failure to im- 
plement: Legion representations in 
behalf of disabled and aged veterans, 
widows and orphans, presented to, 
you and Members of the Cabinet 
last November and again in modified 
form, in May; has caused bitter dis- 
appointment and much resentment 
among members of the Legion and 
ex-service men generally across Can- 
ada. ; 

“I am disturbed by the tenor of 
the resolutions we are now receiving 
The veteran body does not .under- 
stand why the Government, by its 
decisions or actions, should have as- 
sisted many other groups to secure 
higher incomes to offset living costa, 
while those who sacrificed the most 
in our war effort should be left to 
struggle with the problem unaided. 

“Under prevailing conditions and 
‘rates of pensions, the .widows and 
children of those who lost their lives 


and the unemployable disabled ex- * 


service men and women with families 
are placed on a lower standard of 
living through their sacrifice, a sit- 
uation which, I am convinced from 
my travels across the Dominion, the 


Canadian people will accept any fin- 


ancial burden to avoid, The plight of 
the burnt out veterans in receipt of 


‘War Veterans’ Allowance is equally 


serious and urgently demands relief. 
. “Conditions at the time justified 
our submissions and subsequent dev- 
elopments in the rising cost of living 
have now made the matter one of 
great urgency. An expression of

6, Never point a gun at anything 
you do not wish to shoot. 

7.. Never leave a gun unattended 
unless yo. first unload it. 

8, Never climb a tree or a fen¢e 
with a loaded gun, 

9. Never shoot at a flat surface or 
the surface of water. 

10. Do not mix gunpowder, alcohol 
and gasoline,

forget to obtain permission from the 
farmer on whose land you intend to 
shoot, and for goodness sake don’t 
forget to close the gates after you, 
and keep an eye out for cattle and 
horses in pasture.
